J. e thunder⸗ bolt, but conti 
dentlp ſtanding on the inſtice or 
my cauſe :- my kind commenda⸗ 
tions to all vou my dere friends 
firſt remembzed, thus from Iexu- 

'{alem 4 beginne to ſalute vou. Pon wall under 
that ace my departure from Grand Cayrofowards the 
Poly Land, J w2ote you alefter from Rama. (This 
Rarna is a place whers the voyce was heard of Rachell, 
Weeping foz her childꝛen) wherein J certified you af all 
my p2ocodings-, from Grand Cayro auen to that very 
plate. J ſent it with ſeuen other Letters belide ta Damaſco 
in a Carauan, from thence to bee conueied to Conſtanti- 
nople: But doubting leatk the ſaid packet is not as vet 
tome to your hands, IJ thoughf good fo w2ite again 
vnto vou, concerning all my fozeſaid pzocadings; as 
-alſo the reſt of my voyage fe Ieruſalem, with m 
umpziſonment and troubles in the Citie , am that me⸗ 

mozable Antiquities J ſaw there ann elſs whers, v1 


know, that I departed not from Grand yro fill the 
A 3 ginth 


ninth of Parch , vyen which day came fo che place 
where (it is ſaid) the Uirgin Macy did ay with our Das. 
uiour Chꝛiſt: O0 far was J accompanied by Anthony 
Thorpe, and foure others that went ko Grand Cayro with 
mee, but there left mee, departing backe to the Citie, and 
E with my fellow traueller, Patffer Iohn Burrell, both of: 
vs being in our Pilgrimes habits, came that night to a. 
Towne called Canko , where wee were glad to take v p. 
sur lodging in a pard, hauing no other bedding then the 
bare ground. The next dap wee departed thence, and came 
to a Zowne in the Laud of Goꝛ an, where we met with a 
company of Turkes, Jewes, and Chꝛiſtians, and ſoma 
756 Camels, all which were bound foz Damaſco oner the 
Deſarts ;- vet was there amongft them two and twenty 
Greeks and Axmentans:, whoſe purpoſed trauaile lap to 
leruſalem, which made vs the gladder of theircompany. 
At this Town being named Philbits, we ſtayed two dates , 
and one night: in which time J went into a houſe where 
I ſaw a verd ſtrange ſecret of hatching of Chickens , by - 
artifitiall heate, oꝛ warmth: The like J had ſcene befoze at 
Grand Cayro, but not in ſuch ertraoꝛdinary numbers oꝛ · 
multitudes as here: the manner whereof A will declare as 
followeth. The:Country people inhabiting about this 
Town, foure oz ſiue miles diſtant engry way , bꝛing their 
egges in apt carrage fo2 the purpoſe, vpon Aſles 02 ca- 
melts, to this place, whore their is an Duen,oz Furnace, 
purpoſely kept temperately warme, and the Furner 93 
Maiſter thereof ſtandeth readie at a little doe to receiue 
the Egges of euer one, by tale; vnleſſe that when the 
number ariſes ſa high (as to ten tamels loading oz moꝛe) 
then hee filleth-a_meaſureby tale, and after that oꝛder 
meaſures all the reſk : And I tell pou this foz a truth, 
that I ſaw there receinedby the Furner, Coke, oꝛ Ba⸗ 


ker; in one day, by: tale, and by meaſure;; the number ot 


thirty fue 02 fozty-thiuſand: Tgges:audthey- told mee. 
that luz that dates par together, hee doth nothing = 
A.

Againe to fetch Chickins , ſometimes at ten daies, and 
ſometimes (but not very often) at ſeuen daies, accoꝛding 


as the weather falleth out. Perhaps ſome two hundzed 


perſons-ars-owners ol one 'Raungefull, ſome haning 


2000, ſonie one; 03 moze 02 lefle, as the quantities 
amount to: The urner noteth chs names and poꝛtions 
ol euery bꝛinger; and il he chancethj to haue a hund ed and 
fifty thouſand, oz two hundzed thouſand at one heate (as 
many times it chanceth that her hath) vet doth hes min⸗ 
gle them all together, not reſpecting ta whom they ſeue⸗ 
rally belong. Then hee lgyeth them one be due vpon his 


Raunge, ſo nere as they can lye and touch each other: : 


hauing firſt made a bed foꝛ themofCamels dung burnt; 
and the place whereon the alhes doth reſt, is ofa very 
thinne matter made of earth, but mixed with the Ca- 
mels dung in the making, and ſome-Pigeons dung 
. amonglſttt:yet heereinconſilteth not the ſecretonely ; foz 
there is aconcaue oꝛ hollow place about th:efote bzedth 
vnder it, whereon is likewiſe ſpꝛead anofher ſayer of 


Camels dung, and vnder. that is the place where the 


fro is made. Pet can J not rightly call it ire, berauſe 
it appeareth to bee nothing buf embers: fo2 J could not 
diſcerne it but to bee like aſhes, vtelding a temperafe heat 
to the next concaue, and the heate being refiſted by the 


layer of dung nert it (which dung being grene, any 


laid vpon pettes of withered krers, oz rather boughes 
of old dead trees) delinereth fozth an extraozdinary va⸗ 
pour, and that vapour entreth the hollow contaus nert

- (when the day-is:oupt+ alt) nat twenty thouſand: and 
i there chance anp lightning; kpunder, oz raine, then ol 
: a thouſand hee gathers not one; foꝛ then they all miſtarr 
and die. And this. is ta bee remembꝛed withall, that dee 
the weather neter ſo.faire, the aire perfect, cleere, and 
ourcry thing as themſelues tag de ire, and let the Chic⸗ 
kens be-hatched in the beſt manner that may bee, pet haue 
they either a law to mach, oz too little: Foz ſometimes 
they hane ur Clawes, ſometimes fire, ſome but two bes. 
; fozeand.qnsbehiad,;andſe}dome, very ew 82 any intheir 
right ſhape:-: ds, when the people come to rettius 
their @gges that befoze had bꝛought them in, the Furner 
| giues to euerꝝ one ratabie. accozving as the Furnar: yeebs. 
a deth,reſeruing to himſelfethe tenth fu2 his labcar. Thus 
haus pbu the ſecret df hatching Egges by heat artificial 
at theTowne of Philbits in the Land of Golan, which 
thinke wers in vaine lo be pꝛactiſed in Englin4 , becauſe 
the aire there ts harolp ten daies togethercla:1fied, neither 


is thete any Tamels dung, though they haue dung ok other 


deaſts enery way 48; het: there foꝛe when the Sunne 1s 
in Cancer; Leo, 02 Virgo, vou map, if vou pleaſe, try what 
may be done. Perhaps ſome wiltthiake this to be a lye.oꝝ 
fable, but to ſuch-Janſwere, J can vꝛge their credence na 
further then mpfaith and truth can perſwade thein: And 
if thereon they will aut delerue me, let them take paines 
to make their otone enen atnitnede, and when they haue 
payd as derely as I haue done (fos the ſight of this and 
ather things cott mee an hundꝛed Marktes in fil ty dayes) 
their indgements: wil be derter conſirmed.

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Which A was of fozre fo pate befoze I could come fo the 
Holy Land. Then we departed from the Towne Philbits, 
trauelling all night in company with the Carauan of Da- 
maſco, and the fourteenth at nine of the clock wee pitched 
our tents at Baharo in the land of Gozan, From thence 
wee departed that night, and the 15 at night we pitched 
at Salhia, which is to the eaſtward of the land of Gozan, 
and ſtands on the bozdersof the Arabian Deſarts : there 
wo ſtapyed two dates fo2 feare of the wilde Arabes,and des 
parted thence the 17. Mee paſſed that night ouer a great 
bꝛidge, vnder which the ſalt⸗ water ſtandeth. This water 
comes out of the Sea from the parts of Damietta, ànd b 
mens hands was cut out of that place, ſome hundzed and 
fifty miles into the maine Land, by Prolomeus King of 
Egypt, who purpoſedtobzing the Red ſea and the Pedi⸗ 
ferran all into ons: but when hee fozeſaw,that if hee had 
gone thzough with his wozke, all his Country had bene 
quite dzowned, he gane it ouer, t builded a b2tdge there to 
paſſe oner. This place parteth Arabia and Egypt, no ſo⸗ 
ner had we paſt this bꝛidg hut we were ſet vpon by p wild 
Arabes, and notwithſtand ing our great company (foz we 
were moe then a 1000 perſons) a Camell loden with 
Callicoes was taken from vs, 4 of our men hurt, and one 
of them moztally wounded, e the Arabes ran away with 
che pꝛep, we being vnable to helpe it, betauſe it was night. 
Che nert day we pitched by a wel of bꝛackiſh water: but I 
kozgot to tell vou y my fellow Pilgrime, . Iohn Burrell, 
eſcaped very narrowly in 5 lat nights biekering:there we 
relfed aut ſelues till; of the clocke in the afternon, which 
they call Laſar:; fo the Arabians and Egiptians deuids the 
day info foure parts:then we departed and pitched p next 
moꝛning at a Cattle in p defart called Carga, which is one 
of 8 thꝛee Caſtles which 5 Tarks keep in p deſarts to de⸗ 
kend all trauellozs from the wild Arabes : There loꝛe there 
we paid a certaine fare, which was ſixty perces offilner of 
two pencea peece value,fo2 dach man oz boy, ex ſenenty ſix

peces fo2 aCameilladen, and fourteene fo2 a Pule :Vas 
uing paid this unpoſition we departed and pitehed againe 
the rg at another bzackith well, from whence ſetting on- 
ward, wee pitched the 20 of March at the ſecond Caſtle 
called Arris, kept alſo v the Turkes; in the ſaid deſarts, 
where our taxe was but twenty peeces of ſtluer foꝝ each 
paſſenger, and thirty foꝛ a Camell. From thonce we were 
guided by many Soldiers to p third caſtle called Raphael, 
making one long tourney of 24 houres together: Here it 
is ſaid that the Rings af Egypt and Iudea, fought many 
great Battailes: which to mee ſeemed very vnltkely, be⸗ 
cauſe there is nathing ta releeue an army withall, except 
ſand and ſalt water. 5 $2.00 

There we paid ten peces etery paſſenger,and 20 foz 4 
beaſt. S departing thence,the 22 in p moꝛning, we piteh⸗ 
ed at Gaza in Paleſtine, agoply fruittull country, e there 
we were quitted of all the deſarts. In this fowne A ſaw $ 
place where (as they fold vs) Sampſon puld downe the two 
Pillars. and flue the Philiſtimes: & ſurelp it appeares to be 
the ſame toons, by reaſon of the ſituation of the country: 
There we payd 22 pieces fo each beat, and ten each paſs 


ſenger. From thence ws departed, e pitched at a place cal- 
led in Arabian Canuie, but by the Chꝛiſtians called Bex. 


ſhaba, being vpon the boꝛ ders of Iudea, where we paid but 
a petes of ſiluer each one, and fouxs foꝛ a beaſt. Doparfing 
thence, the 23 in the mozning, wa pitched our Tents vpon 
aàgriene cloſe vnder the wals ol Ramoth in Geliad : there 


the fozenamed Carauan which went faz Damaſco, to be cõ⸗ 
ueied to Conſtantinople, and ſo foz England, The next day 
being b 24 in ; mozning, J with other Chaiſtians,ſef to⸗ 
ward Ieruſalem, q the great Carauan went their way foz 


Damaſco, but we pitched ſhoꝛt that night at a place called 


in Arabian Cudechelanib, being 16 miles from Hebron, 


where the 1 our father Abraham is, and 5 litle -

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A ſtayed ally day, and wꝛote eight letters foꝛ England by 
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7 
ning being our Lady day in Lent, and 9 of thoclockbefoze 
none, I ſaw the Citie of Ieruſalem, when knelingdown,. 
e ſaying the Lozds pꝛaier, I gaue God molt harty thanks 
foz cõduaing me thither, to behold ſo holy a plate with my 
ores, whercof J had read ſooften befoze.Coming within a 
furlong of the gates, I with my companion M. Iohn Bur- 
rell, went finging'x p2apking God, till we came tothe welt 
gate of the Citie, & there we taped , becauſe it is not laws 
full foz a Chʒiſtian to enter vnadmitted. By companion 
aduiſed me to ſay I was a Greek, onely fo auopd going to 
Male but Inst haning the Greek tongue, refaled ſo to 


do, telling him euen at the entry of the gate, that J would 
neither deny mp Caliitry noꝛ Religion, wherenpon being 


demanded who we were, Pailker John Burrell(anſwering 
in the Greek tongue) fold them that he was a Greek, and 
Aan Engliſhman. This gaue him admittũce to the Greek 
Patriarke,but J was ſeazed on & caſt into pꝛiſon, befoꝛs I 
had ſfayeda ful houre at the gate, foʒ Þ Turks flatly dents 
ed, ᷣ they had ener heard either of my Queen oz country, 
92 that ſhe paid them any tribute. The Pater Guardian, 
who is the defender of all Chziftian Pigrimes (and the 
pꝛincipal pzocurer of my inpꝛiſonment, becauſe I did not 


 offermy ſelfe vnder his pꝛotection, but confidently ſtod fo 


be rather pzofected vnder the Turks then the Pope) made 


the Turke ſo mach my enemy, that J was reputed to bee 


afpy , and ſo by no meanes could J bee rel. aſed from the 
dungeon. 

Now giue me ſauoꝛ to tel vou how it pleſed God(s very - 
day)to deliuer me, t grant mie paſſe as a Pꝛʒoteſtant, with ⸗ 
out vtelding to any other ceremonp, then cariage ofa wars 
candle onelv, far beyond my expectation. Here let mee re⸗ 
member vou, p̊ when J ſtaied at Ramoth in Gilead, where 
J wzot the 8 letters foꝛ England by the Carauan of Da- 
maſco, hating fo god leaſure, J went to a Fountaine to 
waſh my foule linnen, e being tarneſt about my bulines, 
ſuddenly there came a Poe vnto mee, who ay —

tloaths out oł my hand, and calling me by my name, ſayy 
he would helpe me. | | | | 
Von doubt not buf this was ſome amazement to me, fo 
heare ſuch a man call me by my name, and in a place ſo far 
diſtant from my friends, country t acquaintance - which 


he perceining, boldly thus ſpake in py French tongue,why-_ 


Captfaine, I hope vou haue not faꝛgotten me,fo2 it is not 
yet 40 daies ſince pou ſet me ᷑ land at Alexadria, with the 
reſt of thoſe paſſengers pon bꝛought from Argier, in your 
ſhip called d Troian? and here is anather in this Carauan, 
whom you likewiſe bꝛought in company with, that would 
not bee a little glad toſce you. A demanded. of himif hes 
dwelt therethe anſwered me no, ſaying that he and his fel- 
tow were going in that Carauan tu Damaſco (which place 
they call Stam) and from theace to. Begdat , which we call 
Babylon, ę from thence to Mccha fo make a Hadgee, foz (0 
they are called when they haue been af Mecha: mozeouer, 
dee told me, that he dwelt in the Citis of Feſle in Barbary. 

Chis man in my mind) God ſent to bee the meanes of 
mine immediate deliuery: Foz after had taken god no⸗ 
dice ot him, J well remembꝛer that A ſaw him in my hip; 
though one man among zoo is not very redily known; foz 
' fomany bzought A frõ Argier into thoſe parts, of differet 
Nattons:as Turks, Moes, Jewes e Chꝛiſtians: I deſt⸗ 


which ( hauing waſhed my lian?) he did, & hum I knew ve⸗ 
ry redily. Theſe two concluded, Þ the one of them would 
depart thence with the Carauan,e the other go along with 
me to Ieruſalem, Which was y Moꝛe befoze remembzed : E 
ſuch kind care had the Infidel of me, h he would not leaue 
me vnacropanted in this ſtrange Land: which J cũnot but 
impute to Gods eſpecial pzomderce foz my deliuerance out 
of pꝛiſon, oꝛ elſe had J bine left in moſt miſerable caſe. 
When this ze ſaw me thus impaifonch-in-leruſalem,, 
my dunged being right againſt y Sepulchze of Chꝛiſt, al- 
Beit he wept,yet he bad ins be of god ceantozt, vey 5 
allaw 


ted this man to bꝛing me to yp ſight of his other chpanion,. 
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Baſhaw of the Citie, and to the Saniacke, befoꝛe whom hee 
toke his oath, that J was a Mariner of athip, which had 
bzought two hundzed and fifty , o2 thꝛe hundzed Turks 
and $Þo2es inte Egypt from Argyer and Fuois,theirt tours 
ney being vnto Mecha. 

This Moe (in regard he was aMuzzleman)pzenailed fa 
well with them, that returning with-ſix Turks backe fo 
pꝛiſon, he talled me to the doze, there ſaid vnto me, that 
if J would go the houſe of the Pater Guardian, and yeld: 
my ſelle under his p2ofecton, I ſhould bee infozced to no 
Religion but mine one, exeept it were totarry a candle: 
fo the which J willingly condiſeended. 

Do paying the charges of the pꝛiſon, J was pꝛeſently 
delivered, brought to the Guardians Monaſtery, where þ 
Pater comming to me, take mee hy the hand, t bad me wel⸗ 
tome, mazuelling J wold ſo much erte frõ Chziſtianity, as 
to put my ſelfe rather vader p Turks, then his protection: 
A told him, what J did, was becauſe p J would not go to 
Malle, but keepe my conſcience to my ſelfe; Me replyed, 5 
many Engliſhmen had bene there, but( being Catholiques) 
went to Palle, telling the Turks at the Gates entrance 
that they were Frenchm en; foʒ the Turks know not what 
you meane be the wozd Engliſhman;aduifing me further, 
that when any of my countrymen vndertok the like tra⸗ 
uaile, at the gates of Ieruſalem they ſhouid terme them⸗ 
ſelues either Frenchmen oz Brictans, becauſe theꝝ are well 


 Knowne fo the Turkes. 


This, oꝛ ſuch tike,conference paſt between vs:and furs 
ther he aſked me, howolo our Queens Maieſty was, and 
what was p reaſon ſhe gaue nothing to p maintenance of 
the holy Sepulehze, aſwell as other Rings t Pzinces- did? 
with dinerſe other friuolous queſtions: whereto J anſwe⸗ 
red acco2dingly. This day being ſpent even to twi-light, 
. Iohn Burrel, who paſled as a Greek withent any troble 


'came in vnto vs, being neuerthelefie conſtrained fo this: 


Fonaſtecy,s2 elſe he might not ſtay in the Citie; foʒ ſuch

ſway do the Papifls carry there, ; ne Chziltian ranger 
can haue admittance there, but he muſt be pꝛotecteo vader 
them, oz not enter the City. M. Burrell and J being toge⸗ 
ther in the court of the Ponaltery, 12 fat-fed Friats came 
fozth vnto vs, ech of them carying a wax⸗ candle burning, 
e two ſpare candles beſide, the one foꝛ P. Burrell, the other 
fo2 me. Another Fryar bought a great Baſon of warme 
water, mingled with Roſes and other ſw et flowers, and a 
Carpet being ſpꝛead on the ground, ę Cuſhions in chaires 
ſet oꝛderlp fo vs, the Pater Guardian came and ſet Ys 
downe, giuing each of vs a candle in our hands, then came 
a Frier and puld off our hoſe, and (letting the Baſon on 
the Carpet) wathed our feete. 

Do ſone as the Fryer began to wach, the twelue Friers 
began to ſing, continuing ſo till our feete were waſhed, 
which being done, cher went along ſingin g, and we with 
the Guardian came to a Chappell in the Ponaſterp, where 
one of them began an Dzatton in foꝛme oł a Sermon, ten⸗ 
ding to this effect; how meritozious it was foz vs to vilite 
the holy Land, and ſee thoſe ſanciified places where our 
Sautours fete had trode. 

The ſermon being ended, they bꝛought vs vnto arhã⸗ 
ber where our ſupper waspzepared;there we fed ſomwhat 


fearefnlly , in regard y ſtrange cats haue as ſtrange quali- 


ties: but committing our ſelues to God, t their outward 


appearing Thaiffian kindnes, we fel to heartily, ſupt very 


bounfifally, and alter (pꝛaiſing God) were lodged decent- 
iy. Thus much foꝛ my firſt entertainement in Ieruſalem, 
which was the 25 of March x 60x , being our Lady day 
in Lent. Now followes what y Friers afterward ſhewed 
me, being therefo appointed by the Pater Guardian: Carly 
the nert mozning we aroſe, and hauing ſaluted the Pater 
Guardian, he appointed vs leuen Friers & a Trouchman: 


fo fozth we went to ſee all the holy places in ð Citis which 


were to be ſeene extept thoſe in Sepulchra Sancta foz pres 


quired a whole daies wozk afterward, and at — 
ere 
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where we came we knteled down, z ſaid the Lo2ds pꝛaper. 
The ſirſt place of note that the Friers ſhewed. vs, — 
the place Judictall next the houſe of Veronica Sancta: 
demanding ol them what Daint that was, they told me eſt 
was ſhe that did wipe our Dautours face, as he paſſed by 


in his agony. . 


Deſcending a little lower in the ſame ffret,they ſhewed 
me the way which our Sauioz Chꝛiſt went to cracifying, 
called by them Via Doloroſa. 

Then on the right hand in the ſame ſkreet, J was lhewed. 
the houſe ofthe rich Autton, at whoſe gate poze deſpiſed 
Lazarus lap. 

Polding on our way down this ſkreef, we came to a tur⸗ 
ning paſſage on the left hand, whence they told me Simon 
Sirenus was comming toward the Dolorous way, when 


the Souldiers ſeeing him, called him, and compelled him 


againſt his will, pꝛeſentlꝑ to belpe our Hauiour to carry 
his Croſſe. 

Then they told mee, that in that ſame place the people 
wept when Chꝛiſt anſwering, ſaid vnto them, Oh daugh- 
ters of leruſalem weepe not for mee, &c. 

ext they ſhewed mee, the Church where the Uirgin | 
Mary fell info an agony , when.Chailt paſſed by carrying 
his Croſſe. 

Afterward they bzoughf me to Pilates Palace, which 
though it be all ruinated, pet is there an old Arch of fone, - 
which is ſkill. maintained by the Chꝛiſtians, e it ſtanding 
full in tho hie way, we paſſed vnder it: much like the wap 
ol paſſage vnder P. Hammons houls in the Bulwozke, 
but that the Arch is higher: foꝛ vpon that Arche, is a Gal⸗ 
tery which admitteth pallage (ouer our heads) from one 
ſide of the ffreete to fhoother:foz Pilates Palace extendeth 
vuer the high way on both ſides, and Pilate had two great 
windowes in the ſaid Gallery, to gaze out both waies into 


the ſtreet, as Maiſter Hlammon hath the like aduantage at 


both his windowes:.

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Into this Gallery was our Sauiour bzought tohen he 
was ſhowon vnts the Jewes, e they Tanding below in the 
ſereet, heard the wozds, Ecce Homo. d litle from this place, 
is p fot of þ ſtaires where our Dantoz did ſirſt take un his 
Croſſe.Then they b2zought me to the place where d Nirgin 
Mary was conceiued and boꝛne, which is the Church ol 
S. Anna, and no Turkiſh Church. Rext they ſhewed me d 
pole where Chzilt cleanſed the Leapers, and then guiding 
me to D. Steuens gate, a little within it vpon the left hand, 
they ſhewed me the fone wherwith . Steuen was ſtoned. 

From hence IJ ſaw the ſtaires going vp fa Pozt Area, at 
which poꝛt there are diuers Reliques to be ſeene, it was 
Eaſt gate of d Temple which Salomon built vpon mount 
Moria, in which Temple was y place of Sanctum Sancto- 
rum, but now in that place is builded a godly great 
Church belonging to the Turkes. 

Chus ſpent I Þþ ſecond dap, being the 26 day of March, 
all within the gates of Ieruſalem, except my going to ſ&@ þ 
ffone wherewtth Saint Sccuen was ſtoned. The next day 
being the 27, hauing done our duty to God, and the Pater 
Guardian, we htred Aſſes foz the Friers « the Trouchman 
fo ride on, and going fo2th the Citie gates, wee mounted 
and rode directly towards Bythinia. | * 

By the way as we rode, they ſhewed me the place of the 
kruiteleſſe fig-tree, which Chailt curſed: next, the Caſtle of 
Lazarus, that Lazarus whom Chailt loned ſo well: foz his 
honſe o2 Caſtle was in Bythinia, but it was vfferly ruina⸗ 
ted and nothing to be ſeene but the two ſides of the wall. 

Ja the ſame Tobone they ſhewed me the houſe of Mary 
Magdale, but fo ruinated, p nothing is left of it but a peece 
ok a wall: there I ſaw like wiſe Marthaes houſe, coſting of 
z peeces of a wal: thence they bꝛoght me to p ſtone where 

two ſiſters told Chꝛiſt 5 Lazarus was dead, frõ whence 
paſſing on, they ſhewed me ß place where our Sauioz rat- 
fed Lazarus from death, after he had lapne thꝛee daies in Þ 
ground, E whers hee was buried afferward when he — 
18 
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This place hath bene notably Kepf from the beginning, 
and is repaired ſtill by the Chꝛiſtians: but pet in pozeand 
very bare ſoꝛt: And this is all that J ſaw in Bythinea, 

From hence we rode vnto mount Oliver, and paſſing by 
Bethphage, they bzought me to y place where our Sauioꝛ 
toke the Alle and Colt when hee rode to Ieruſalem vpon 
Palme-funday. Riding fro Bethpha ge directly Nozth,wee 
came to the fof of Mount Oliver, where they ſhewed mee 
the place Benedicta of the Uirgin Maries Annunctafion:x 
aſcending to'Þ top of p mount, wee ſaw þ place of our Sa⸗ 
uiours Aſcenſion; Jty ſight whereof we ſaid our pzayers, 
and were commanded withall to ſay fine Pater Noſters, & 
fiue Aue Maries, but we ſaid the Lo2ds pzayer , tok notice 
of the place and departed. This is the very higheſt part of 
Mount Oliuet, and hence maybe deſcerned many notable 
places:as firſt, Meſt fro it is the pzoſpee of the new Citie 
ol Ieruſalem: Sonth-welſt from it, may be ſeen the pzoſpect 
of Mount Syon, which is adiopning to new Ieruſalem: als 
ſo in the valey betwæne Syon and the Bount whereon A 
Kod, J ſaw the Bꝛooke Cedron, the Poole Silo, the Gar⸗ 
den wherein our Sauiour pꝛaped, the place where affex- 
ward he was betraped, and diuerſe other notable things in 
this valley of Gethſemaine: as the tomb of Abſolon, Ring 
Dauids ſon, the tomb of Iehoſhaphat, and others, which J 
will ſpeak of when J come to them. 

Full South from Mount Oliuet J could ſee the places 

we came laſt from, as all Bythinea and Bechphage: alſo eaſt 

noꝛth⸗eaſt from this Mount, map be ſeœne both the Kiner 
of Iordan, which is ſome 15 miles off, and Jericho, which 
is not far, becauſe it is to the: NMeſtward of Jordan. 

From Mount Oliuer Eaſt æ Caſt South⸗eaſt, map bee 
ſeene the lake of Sodom and Gomorrha, which is ſome 
100 miles long, and 8 miles ouer: all theſe places J ſef 
with the Compaſle, when J was on Mount Oliuet:foz J 
ffayed on the top of it ſome two houres x a halfe, hauing 
a little Compaſſe about me. 

| Deſcending 
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Deſcending hence toward the fofe UWeltwards,wecame 


to a place where the Friers told me, that a woman called. 
Saint Peligia, did pennancein the habite ofa Frier:wher⸗ 
at J ſmiling, they demanded why J did.(02:J anſwered p 
to beleenePclagia was a Daint, ſtood out of the compaſſe 
ofthe Cried: they told mee, when J ſhouldcome — at 


night they would. ſhew mee ſufficient Authoꝛs foꝛ it: but 


when J came home, J had ſo much to do in wziting my 
notes out of my table⸗bok, that J had not leaſure to vage. 
their Atithozs foz Saint Pelagia. 

By this time they bzought vs to the place where dur Sas 
nioz did foze-ſ@ the iudgement, then where he made p Pa- 
ter Noſter, and then where the Apoſtles made tho Creed. 

From hence we came fo the place where. Chꝛiſt wept foz. 
Teruſalem, and from thence to the place where the Uirgin. 
Mary gaue the Girdle to S. Thomas; and then to the place 
where the pzayed fo2 S. Steuen. All theſe laſt were tom⸗ 
ming downe Mount Oliuer, toward the valley of Gerhle-. 
wainie, where by the way we came to our Ladies Church, 

wherein is her Depulchꝛe, and the Sepulchꝛe of her Yuſs 
band Ioſeph, with the Sepulchze of Anna, and many. 
others in that Church. 

This Church ſtandeth at the fofeof Pount Oliuet, E. 
was built (as they ſay) by Helena the mother of Conſtan« 
tine the Great: Here the Friers went info the Uirgin Ma- 
; ries Sepulchzs, and there either ſaid Malle oꝛ Pꝛapers, 
while we in the meane time went to dinner. 

In this Church is a fountaine of excieding fine water. 
md in regard wee went downe in a Uault, as it were, it 
giueth a maruellous loud eccho o2 ſound. 

Hence we bent to the Caue whether Iudas came to be⸗ 
fray Chꝛiſt when he was at pꝛaper, and thence to the gar⸗ 
den where our Sauiour left his Diſciples, commanding 

them to watch and pꝛar, but found them fleeping at his re⸗ 

turne: then they bꝛought me to the garden where Chꝛiſt 


was taken -. and all theſe laſt thz& were in the valley of 
Gethſemainie. 
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Sethſemainie. Riding vnto the tolone (whereokthe valley 
beares the name) on the leit hand J ſaw the befozeremems 
bzed Sepulchꝛes of Abſolom and Iehoſhaphat; and on the 


right hand the Bꝛoke Cedron, which at my being there 


had not one dꝛop of water in it ( foʒ indeed ) it is but a ditch 
fo conueꝝ the water to the two hils(J meane Pount Oli 
uet, aud Pount Syon) when any ſtoꝛe of raine falleth. And 
this ditch, oꝛ bꝛoke Cedron, is in the valley betweene both 
thoſe Pils. 

Hard by the bꝛak Cedron, they ſhewed me a ſtone mats 
ked with the feet and elbowes of Chꝛiſt, in their thꝛowing 
ol him vowno when as they toke him, and euer ſince (ſax 
they) haue thoſe pꝛints remained there. 

From thenee we rode fo the place where S. Iames the 
vonger did hide himſelle, and afferward was buried there: 
there alſo they. ſhewed where Zachariah p ſon of Barachiah 
was buried, and bzought me fo another place,where (they 
ſay)the Uirgin Mary vſed often to pꝛap. 

Mhecame we eff-ſwne to p pole of Silo, wherin M. Burrel 
A wathed our ſelues, e hence we were ſhewen the plate 
where the Pꝛophet Eſay was ſawen in peces: thence they 
guided vs fo an erceeding dæpe well where the Jewes (as 
they ſay) hid the holy fire in the time of Nabuchadonoer. 
Mere we aſcended from the valley to a hill ũde, which ly⸗ 
eth iuſt South from Pount Syon, but there is a great 
valley betweene, called Gehemion, and there they ſhewed 
me the place where the Apoſtles hid themſelues, being a 
Caue in a Rock. Aſcending higher hence, they bought me 
to the ſield, oz rather to be moze rightly termed the Rock, 
where the common buriall place is foz ſtrangers, being tho 
very ſame (as they ſay) which was bought with the 30 pee⸗ 
ces of ſiluer, that Iudas recetued as the pꝛite ot his Pai⸗ 
ſter, which place is called Aceldema, and is faſhioned as 
followeth. It hath 3 holes abone, and on the ſide there is 
a vent, at the vpper holes they vſe ts let downe the dead 
bodies, to the eſfimation of ſome * fot downe. 4 

2 * 
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In this plate J ſaw two bodies, new oz very lately let 
downe, and loking downe (fo2by reaſon of the th2cegreat 
holes aboue, where the dead bodies lie, it is very light) J 
receiued ſuch a ſauoꝛ info my head , as it made mee very 


ſick, ſo that J was glad ts entreat the Friers to go no furs 
ther, but to returne home to the Citty. 


So heere we went thzough the valley ef Gebemion.and : 


at the foteof Mount Syon (hauing a little bottle of water 
which J bꝛought from the Pole Silo) J dank, and reſted 


there an houres ſpace, eating a few Naiſins and Oliues 


which we bꝛought with vs from Ieruſalem in the moz-s 
ning. 

After J had well reſted and refreſhed my ſelfe, webegan 
fo aſcend Mount Syon, and a little way vp the hill they 
ſhewed me the place where Peter hauing denied Chꝛiſt, x 
hearing the Tock crow, went out and wepf. 

Aſcending higher, they ſhewed me the honſe where the 


Virgin Mary dwelf , which wasnecrevnto the Zemple: 


the they bzought me to the place where the Jewes ſetting 
on the bleſſed Uirgta Mary to take her, the wasconueyed 
away by miracle. 

Mente we went fo the houſe of Caiphas, which was ſome 
what higher vpon Pount S yon, Ethere J ſaw the pꝛiſon 
wherein our Sauiour was detained, Paſſing on ffill hig⸗ 
her, they guided me fo alittle Chappell which is kept by d 
Armenians, wherinto entring, at y high Altar they ſhew⸗ 
td me the ſtone which was vpon our Sauiozs Sepulchze 
(as they ſay) and it is neere to the place where Peter denys 
ed Chaift: foꝛ there they ſhewed mee the Pillar whereon 
the Cock ſtod when he crowed. 

Pence was J bꝛought to the place where our Sauiour 
made his laſt Supper, and thence J came where the holy 
Ghoſt deſcended vpon the Apoſtles: whence paſſing on, 


they thewed mee the place where Chꝛiſt appeared fo his 
Diſciples the eighth day after his Reſurrection, where S. 


Thomas deſired to (ee his wounds, 


Meere : 


— — 
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Neereto this place vpon Mount Syon, the Uirgin Mary 
died, t hard by, they ſhewed me a plate bought by the Pope 
of the Turkes, foz the buriall of the Europian Chꝛiſtians, 
becanſe he would not haue them calt into Aceldema: they 
told vs» the yeare befoze, 5 Engliſhmen were buried in 8 
place, whether by the Friers poyſoning the, oꝛ howſoener 
elſeif hapened, but wee thought it ſtrang that all 5 ſhould 
die together in one week. Thence come we to the houſe of 
Annas the high Pꝛieſt, which is now but a paire of very- 
old wals,and nothing elſe of it to bee ſeene ; bat at the ſide 
of one of the wals is an old Oliue fre, wherets they told 
me that our Sauisꝛ was faſt bound: æ demanding a fur- 
ther reaſon thereof, they ſaid that when hee was brought 
unto his houſe, Annas being afl&ep, his people would not 
awake him: ſo during their time of ſtay, they bound him 
fo the ſaid Oline tree. and when hee awaked, then hee was 
bzought in and examined. 

Departing hence toward the South gate ofthe Citie 
which \ Dandeth likewiſe vpore Mount Syon,weealighfed 
from our Aſles, and entring, J noted it well : ; fo2 J had 
ſeene thꝛes of the foure gates. 

And being deſirousfoſce y No2th-gateal they bꝛought 
me to the Church. of S. Thomas , which is within the wall 
all ruin ated: then to the Church af S. Marke, where Peter 
came being deliuered out of pꝛiſon by the Angell Þ bzake 
open the gate. Then they ſhewed me the houſe of Zebede- 

us, whente we came to a place kept by the Abaſhenes, and 
there aſcending firſt by a darke wap, led on by aline oz 
co2d, wee attained to a high plate neere to the Sepulchra 
Sancta, mhere J paid two pecces of ſiluer to go in, t being 
entred, JI demanded what place it was? the ſame (quot 
they) where Abraham would haue ſacrificed his ſon Iſaac. 

Lhencs went we to the pꝛiſon where S. Peter and Saint 
John were, being the next doꝛs to the pꝛiſon wherin J was 
put beloꝛe: which made me the ſoꝛrier, that if was not my 


fo2tune to haue gone into it being ſo neere it. 
C. 3 WMenes 
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Mente we came to the Nozth-gafs being on Pount Cal- 
uary ſide, where hauing well viewed the gate, and percei⸗ 
uing it waxed late, we went directly home: this was my 
third dates wozke, in and about leruſalem, wearied not a 
little with olten alighting to pzay:foz at each ſeuerall place 


befoze recounted, wee diſmounted and ſayd the Lozds 


pzayer on our knees. | 

On themozrow-being the 28 day, early in the mozning, 
we took our Alles, riding fozth at the Welt gate, thzough 
which I firſt entred, and paſſing on the South-ward, wee 
left Pount Syon on the left hand:at the foote wherof they 
ſhewed me the houſe of Vriah , and the Fountaine where 
Berſaba walhed her ſelſe at, when King Dauid eſpied her 
one of his Turret. 

Thence went we to the place where the Angell took vp 
Abacuck by the haire of the head, to carry meat fo Daniell 
in the Lyons den. ert came wee to the place where the 
wiſe men found the Star when it was loſt, e then where 
the Airgin Mary reſted her ſelfe vnder a tree, as thee came 
from Bethelem to Ieruſalem, which tree they ſcill repairs 
by ſetting another cloſe to the root ot it. 


Mente rode we to the houſe of Elias the Paophet, where 


ther ſhewed me his vinall place of leeping, and his houſe 
ſtandeth ſo vpon a hill, as from thence J did (ee Bechelem 
a karre off. 

Chente we went to an old ruinafed houſe, which they 
fold me was Iacobs: which map the better appeare to be ſo, 


foz in the field thereto adioyning, is the tomb of Rachel, la- 


cobs wife: and ſome two miles from this tombe is a towns 
in the ſame ſield called Betheſula, the inhabitants whereof 
are all Chziſtians. ; 

An this great field(being betweene Icruſalemand Beth 
lem) did lie the camp of Sen acherib when he beſieged leru- 
ſalem. From hence we rode ts the field, where the Angels 
bꝛought tioings ot᷑ great ioy to the Shepheards, which is 
two miles from Bechlem: and thence we rode fo ** 

to 
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to the Ponalkfery, wherein were ſome ten Friers; who 
welcommed me very kindly, and bzought mefirffinto a 
great Church, then info a large entry, wherein J ſaw the 
name of P. Hugo Stapers twiſe ſet, one aboue another, 
and betweene them both J ſet my name. 

Then they guided mee downe the ſlaires into a vault, 
where was a Chappell ſet in the place of ours Sauiours 
Nafiuity. „ encloſing both it and the Paunger wherein 
Chꝛiſt was laid, and alſo the plate where he was pꝛeſented 
with gifts by the wiſe men. 

Ouer this Chappell is a great Church, built by Queene 
Helena mother to Conſtantine the great (as they ſay) and 
further J ſaw diners Tombes of holy men and others. 

Going vp fo the top of the Church, 3 ſaw vpon the leads 
the name of Þ. Hugo Stapers againe ingrauen „ which 
made mee-looke the earneſtlier foz ſome other Engliſh- 
mens name$;but finding none; J graued downe my name 
and came away : then went wee in and dyned- with the 
Fryers. 

After dinner, they bꝛought mee fo a place where the 
Virgin Mary hid her ſeife, when ſearch was made to kill 
the Childzen. 

Do taking my leaue of Betchlem, giuing the Friers 2 
peeces of Gold fo2 my dinner and my company with mee, 
being 8 in number, mounting on our Alles, we rode ta the 
Mell, where Ring Dauids thzee Captaines fetched water 
foz him, thꝛough the whole hoſt of the Philiſtimes: which 
ffandeth a little way* from Bethlem, towards Icruſaiem, 
and hath thzee places fo dzaw water vp. 

Mente went we pꝛeſently backe to lerufalem  entfring: 
the gats at 4 of the clocke in the affernone , and at 5, the 
Turkes let vs into the Sepulchra Sancta, each ot vs pay» 
ing nine peeces ol Gold foꝛ our entrance. 

No ſoner were we in, buf they locked the gates, ſo there 

J ffayedfilla 11 ot the clocke the next day, and then tame 
we fozth; Now followes what J ſaw in Sepulchra Sancta. 
Fulk, 
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Firff J noted hanging without the gate, at the leaſt 100 
lines 02 ſtrings, and in the gate is a great hole, whereat a 
little chiide may eaſily creep in: whereof demanding the 
reason, they told mee that the hole ſerued to giue vicuals 
at, foz them which lie within the Church, which are aboue 
300 perſons, men and women, all Chꝛiſtians, and there 
they liue continually night and day, and can haue no pal⸗ 
ſage in oꝛ out, but when the Turkes do open the gate foz 
ſome Pugrime: which hapeneth not ſometimes in 14 
dates: wherefoze theſe Chꝛiſtian legiers in the Church 
haue there their whole houſhold, e bw2ded lodgings there 
builded foz them. ; | 

Che ftriags befoze ſpoken of hanging at the gate, haue 

each one a bell, faſtned at the lodgings, and when their ſer⸗ 
nants (which are without) baing them any meate, each 
rings the Bell belonging fo his houſhold and ſo come ac⸗ 
cozdingly (each knowing his owne Bell) foz receipt of 
their fd. The ſeuerall ſoꝛts of Chʒiſtians which J (aw 
in this Church, J will in oꝛder deſcribe vnfo vou. 

Firſt, che Romanes, fa the bare the greateſt ſway of all. 
Secondlp, the Greekes, foʒ they be next in number to the 
Romanes, yet little better then ſlaues to the Turk. Third⸗ 
ly, the Armenians , who haue bin ſo long time ſeruants to 
the Turk, p hauing fozgottẽ their own language, they vie 
all their ceremonies in the Arabian tongue, and ſo J heard 
them. The 4 ſoꝛts of Chꝛiſtians ars Neſtorians, who are 
as ſlaues to the Turke, haue no other language then the 
Arabian. The fift are the Abaſhenes, being people of y land 
of Preſter Iohn. Tho ſixt are the Iacobines Þ are tircumci⸗ 
ſed Chꝛiſtians, but ſlaues likewiſe t ſeruants to p Turke. 

Alltheſe ( Chꝛiſtians in name) haue bought ef the Turk 
their ſeuerall places in the Church, and by ro mes foz caſe, | | 
7 


being neuer fewer in number of all theſe fire ſo2fs then 
25002 300 confinually there lping, and pꝛaping after 

their manner. | 
The places where they oꝛdinar ily vſe ta go & ſay their 
deuotiens 
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deuotions are thus asJ defcribe them,and as the Romane 
Friers bꝛought me fo them. 

Firſt, the Pillar whereat our Sanionr was whipped. 

Secondly, the place where he was impꝛiſoned, while 
they were pꝛeparing oꝛ making his Troffe, 

Thirdly, where the Bouldiers diuived his Garments, 

Fourthly, where the Croſſe was found by Nucene He- 

lena, which is at the feote of Pound Caluarie, and hard by 
it, is the Chappell ofthe ſaid Qutene Helena,  .. 

Fiftly, the place where the Chꝛiſt was cro inned with 
Thoꝛnes⸗which J could not ſ& tit was glad to giue the 
Abaſhenes that kept it two peeces of ſiluer. 

Sixtle, the place where the Croſſe being laid along on 
the ground, our Sauiour was nayled fuſt vnfo it. 

Henenthly , the place on the top of Mount Caluarie, 
where the Crafſe ſteod when he ſuffered. 

Eightly, the Rocke that rent athiscrucifying, which 
is a thing well woꝛth the beholding; fo2 it is lit, like as it 
had beenecleft with wedges and bertles, euen from the top 
to the two third parts downe-wards, as it were though 
the bꝛoln and haeſt of the Nocke: Noz is the tent mall, 
but fo great in fome places, that a man might eafily hide 
himſeile in it, and io groweth downe-ward leſſe and leſſe. 

Hinthly, the place where the thzee Maries anndinter 
c— — : p Magda 

Tenthlp, where appeared o Mary en in the 
Itkenefſe ola Gardiner. 1 
And whence wer came to the Sep atchze it ſelfe, which 
is the laſt place where they vie any pꝛayers. | 
From whence J'went fo fee the Tombes of Baldwin 
and Godfety of Bolloigne: And returning backe to the 
Sepulchee; I meaſured the diſtance betweene plate and 
place, ſpending thus the time from ſiue oft theclock bes 
fo:e night, when J came in, vntillnert dap at eleuen of the 
clocke at my comming fvzth, waiting eee, F 


thought note-wozthy. 
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Py: companion Paiſter Iohn Burrell and J, being 
thus come foꝛth of the Church, wee went to the Pater 
Guardian to dinner, where wee had tydings that ue 
ather Engliſhmen were arriued at the Citie gates, di⸗ 
reding towards Aleppo. Their names were P. William 
Bedle, Pꝛeacher ta the Engliſh Parchants, which were 
Liegers at Aleppo: M. Edward Abbot, ſeruant to the 
right Uſlvzſhipfull Sir Iohn Spencer:: M. Ieffery Kirbie, 
ſeruant to the UWozſhipfull P. Paul Banning, and Lets 
giers faz them in Aleppo: two. other yang men, the one 
called. Iohn Elkins, the other Iaſper Tymme. Theſe flue 
hearing of my being there, came all to the houſe, and theſe 
(though they ſaw not my impziſonment, noz were with 
mee at the fight of thoſe things, in and about Icruſalem) 
can witnelle that they were acquainted: therewith at the 
gates and teſtiſie the other truths beide. Theſe men, 
a alſo my companion Maiſker Iohn Burrell, J left be⸗ 
bind mee in Ieruſalem, departing thence to ſee other pla⸗ 
tes in the Country of Paleſtine: But let me firft tell you, 
© what J obſerued in the Cities fituation, becauſe A. was 
infozmep-befvze-J cane to ſeit, that it was all ruinated 
(albeit in the fight thereof) J found it otherwiſe, hauing 
alittle Compaſle abaut mee, to ſet ſuch places as J couls 
eaſily come br. „ 20 bn 
' Underſtand then firſk ot all, that the very heart of tho 
Ad Citie was ſtated dn EountSyon and ount Moria: 
to the No2zth- part whereok was Mount Caluarie 
without the gates of the old Citie, about a. ſtones taſt 
and no further. But now. J find this new Citte ſitua⸗ 
ted ſo farre in the Neꝛth part, that it is almoſt quite off 
Mount Syan, but vet not off Mount Moria, which was 
betwiene Pount Syon and Monnt Caluarie, ſo that now 
-- (vndoubfly) the South wals of the Citie are placed 
In. the Nozth-fote of the Mill of Syon. The Eaſt wall 
which dothcontront Pount Oliuet, is a, great part of the 
Ancient wall, and ſo from the Southeast angle Nozth, 
; 6 &: 
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-& quarter of a mile behind Mount Caluarie : ſo fhat 
Mount Caluarie, which was in fozmer times a ſtones calf 
without the Citte, and the appointed place foz o2dinarp 
execution, I find it to be now ſeated in the heart 02 middle 
of the new Citte. 

This Mount Caluaric isnof ſo high as to bee called a 
Mount, but rather a piked o2 a ſpired Rocke: Foz A notes 
the ſituation ok it, both when J was at the top ef it, and 
when J rams to the @opalchze, the Sepulchze being 
diſtant from it (A meane from the foote of it) 173. foote, 
as I-meaſured it: Whereupon A conclude that the place 
sf Euriall, which loſe = of Aramathia made foz himſelfe, 
was from the foote of Bount Caluarie, 173 foote Welt« 
ward, in. which place is the Depulchze of our ©a- 
wiour. 

The Sepulchze it ſlfe is two foote and a halte high 
from the ground, eight foote in length, and foure foote 
bzoad wanting thzee inches, being couered with a faire 
Cone of white colour. Ouer the Sepulchze is a Chappell 
builded, the Nozth wall whereof is toyned cloſe with 
the No2th fide of the Sepulchze: and the Chappell is of 
like fone as the Sepalchze is, conſiſking of iftcene foote 
in bzeadth , ſtue and twenty foote in length, and abous 
fozfy foote in height.

Fountrep: Fo2 that within ffzens miles from Ieruſalem 
the Countrey is wholy barren, and full ot roeckes, and ſto⸗ 
up :aànd vnleile it he about the plaine of Iericho, J know 
not any part of the Country at this pꝛeſent᷑ that is fruits 
full: what it hath beene in times pall, A reforre vou fo 
the declaration thercof made in the holy Heriptures: 
My opinton is, that when it was fruitkull, and a Land 
that flowed with Pilke and Pony, in thoſe dayes 
God bleſſed it, and. that as then they followed his 
— but now being inhabited by inſt⸗ 
dels (that pꝛophane the name a Chailf ; and line in all 
Athy and 'beaftly manner) God curſeth. it, and ſo ik 
is made barran: foz it is ſo barren that I could get ns 
bead When A came neere vnto it: Foz that one night 
as J lodged ſhoꝛt of Ieruſalem, at a plate called in the 
Arabian tongue, Cuda Chenaleb, J ſent my oaze to a 
houſo (not farre from the place where wee had pitched our 
Cents) to get ſome bzead, and hee bꝛought mee wozd thab 
there was us bꝛead there to bee had, and that the man of

met there by chance, not knowing of their comming) 
behind mee in Ieruſalem, and which griened mee mot, 
the Gentleman of Middleborough, called Maiſter Iohn 
Burrell, that J met withall at Grand Cayro, that hap 
bozne mee company from thence to Ieruſalem, fozſooks 
mts there, and ſtayed allo in Ieruſalem with the other 
ñiue Engliſhmen, and ſo was Jleft alone to the mercy 
ol my Mode that E and neuer left mee 
Fill A came to Grand Cayro.

Departing from Ieruſalem, wee gut ſafely'to Rama, 
und from thence went to Aſcalon , and ſo to Gaza, that 
lpeth vpon the Boꝛders of the Deſartz of Arabia: at one 
ok thoſe two places J hoped to haue Tome paſſage by was 
ter, either to Alexandria, 02 to Damietta, but fapling 
| thereof, E was in a maze and knew not what to do; whe- 
ther J were beſt to go backe agatne foleruſalem, oz to 
put my lolfe deſperately ints the hands ofthe wilde Ara- 
dians, to bee by them conducted to Grand Cayro: one ot 
thole two courſes J mult of fozce take, ſo there was ns 
hope of paſſage, and pet 4 had another hope, but 
fo no end, which was, that J chould finde paſſage at 
E Ioppa, 
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loppa, and foz that cauſe I ſcaped at Gaza, and ſent my 
Poze to 1 to ſecke-fo2 paſſage, but there was none 
ko bee had. At ald contidering with my ſelfe that m 
hall into Egypt was great; f; J had left my man Wal- 
dred in Cayro, with my ſtocke oł one thouſand two han⸗ 
dꝛeth pounds, and my ſhip lay in the raade of Alexandria, 
with ürty men in her, and whether ther would depart 
without me, oz no, J knew not: foꝛ that, when A went 
from them to go vy the Ritter of Nitus to Cayro, A had 
na intent to go fo2 Ieruſalem. Wy bulinelle .anding at 
that point, was fozced to this extremity, to make away 
 lthe'mioney Jhad about mee, and to put my ſeile into 
che hands or two wilde Krabians, fhat vadertodke to 
cacry me and my Poe (withont whom J durtk not go) 
to the Citie of Cayro in foure dapes, if J would pay them 
foure and twenty Sultans of Geld, when A came to the 
Materia neere to Cayro, and bpon that condition, they 
Would deliner mee. ſafely there, ofhotwiſs/they ſaid thal 
they would carry me pꝛiſoner with them, oꝛ elſe eut mm 
th2vate; And ſo agtweing with them, by my Poe that 
ſpake foz mee, and withall warranted mie fo go ſafely, 
fwearttig that he would not leaue me by any meanes; che 
wo wild e Arabian; pzouided t god Dꝛomidozies oz 
vs to ride on, Je the Poe riding befoze, and the Arabi- 
ans behind vs, two vpon each Dꝛomidoꝛie, and ſo depar⸗ 
ted from Gaza, about twoof the clocke in the afternone, 
Ad tode a hard pate: thoſe Rind ot beats going ſo hard, 
that within konte hocttes J was ſo wearp, that J deſired 
them to ſuffer mes to light downe to reſt mee, which wes 
did about fixe of the clocke in the euening, and being 
alighted , the Arabians tped the Dꝛomidozies two foze- 
fete together, as their manner is, muking them kneele

bian that Wayed behind with vs, ranne after them, and 
we were left alone in the wilde Deſerts of Arabia: at laſt, 
night appꝛoaching. and both our guides, and Dzomidos. 
ries being gone, wee were both in no ſmall feare, what 
would become of vs : in which caſe, leauing my Poze 
with my Alfoꝛges (wherein wee carryed our viduals) 
JA went vp to the top ot᷑ a ſandy hill, not far from thence, 
to ſis if Fcouldeſpy our to theeues;but J was no ſoner 
vporthe top of the hill, but à ſaw foure wilde Arabians 
come running towards mee, from the other fide of the 
ſandy hill: which J-perceining , ranne in great haſte fo 
my Moe, vef could not runne lo faſt, but one of the 
theeues was at my holes, and dꝛawing out his ſwozd, 
bad my ꝙoꝛe deliner mee vnto him: but the oe made 
him anſwere, and bad him ſearch mer ( foz hes knew well 
that I had nothing about mes wozth any thing, onely urp- 
5 cloth Coate) and ſaid further vnts him: this Gua ire 
(which is as much to ſay as vabelener) is fo bee cou⸗ 
ducted to Cayro in foure dares, by tw of your . 
ons; and therewith named them vnto him: wherennto- 
they all made ant were and fayd, that if it were true, ther 
ould do me nohurt, but ik their companions came not 
agatne with their Dzomidoztes , then they would carry 
ds away with them; but within two houres after in the 
night time. my two Arabians came aga ine with their 
Domidozies, and then they were all fellow theenes.

Dꝛomidoꝛiꝭ is a kind of beaſt like vnto aCamell; but it 
hath a leſter head, and a very ſmall necke, but his legges 
are as long ,and. there is no moze. difference betweene a. 

Camell and a Dꝛomidoꝛie » then there is betweene a. 

Palty-dog and a Grey⸗ hound: thoſe beaſts eate but. 
little, and d2inke lelle, foꝛ they dꝛank not as long as J. 
was with them ; and. it is ſaid that they will not dzinke 
in eight o2 ten dates together, but cannot abſtaine ſo long 
from meate. And hy this hou may lee that Þ was as farre 
in foure: daies, as J las going in twelue daiesbefoze: A. 
thinke agood Yozfe will runne as faſt, but not continue 
it ⁊ their pate is à reaching trot, but very hard and quick. 

From the edge of Salhia ,,which is vpon the Eat ſive of 
Goran, A tooke Hozſe: But the reaſon why. the Arabi- 
ans did grant to get me hozſes, was not betauſe thep pits 
tied me foʒ my wearinelle, but foz that they durſt not go. 
any neerer to the inhabited Countrep- with their Dꝛomi⸗ 
da2ies-, and there one of them Kayed, and the other 
went with me to Meteria, fcom-whence J ſent my Poe 


to Cayro, to fetch mee their hyer, and there J payd them 


that let me the hoꝛſes, xe pœtes ot Gold, and gaue the 
two wilde Arabians twenty foure peeces of Gold, and 
therewith they deliuered mee in ſafety into the cuſtody ol 


my ooꝛe, within tha miles of the Citie Cayro, where. 


was welcome br the .Conſull and others there reſi⸗ 


dent, and there J papd my honeſt Mone lire peeces of 


Gold, and bought diners. pzoutfionsfo2 him ta furniſh: 
him in his tourney to Mecha, in which tourney, as hee re⸗ 
turned againe hee dyed. 

In Cayro I ſtayed two daies, and the ſenenth night 
after J 24 te Bullac, and there tooke boate, and in thꝛee 
dates Igot. downe the Riner of Nylus ko Rofferta, and. 

there 
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there taking hezle with a Ianiſarie, J fell into greater 
danger then any J had during my iournex ; foz that be⸗ 
tweene that Towne and Alexandria, there were diuerſe 
great Laniſaries that came from C onſtantinople , that 
were newly. landed at Alexandria, who hauing tyꝛed | 
their hozſes, would haue taken our two Mules from vs, 
which my laniſarie refaſed them, and therewith deu 
out his ſwozd , and they to bee reueuged came running ts - 
take me, and hauing laid hands vpon mee, foure of them 
beate mee cruelly, and dzaue me: to the pallagethat was 
hard by, and there would haue killed mee, which my 1a- 
niſary percetuing , and ſeeing that nothing could appeaſe 
them but our two Mules, after he had beene ſoze woun⸗ 
ded, hee dsliuered them vnfo the other Ieniſaries, 62 elſe J 
had there beene flaine, affer my long and weary journey, 
being within ſtue miles of my:ſhtp;:that lap in the Koade 
at Alexandria: and ſo he being ſoze wounded, and J well 
beaten, at laſt wee got fo the gates o Alexandria, but it 
was fo late that lwee could not get in, hut were fo2ced te 

ſtay all that night (till moꝛning) vpon the hard ſtones, 

and in the mozning J got aboszd of my ſhip, 
when J had beene from it fifty dapes: 
And ſo J ended my Pil- 


grimage. 
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
